Applicants, through their undersigned attorney, hereby petition the Commissioner to accept 
this Request for Reconsideration of Petition Under 37 C.F.R. §1. 47(a). Applicants make the 
following declaration: 

REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PETITION 

1 . Inventor Doug Dew, a former employee of BEA Systems, Inc., is a joint inventor in 
the above-identified application. 

2. From June 8, 2004 through April 14, 2005, Applicants' attorney, in his customary 
practice of obtaining executed formal papers, attempted to contact Mr. Dew several times, 
including on June 8, 2004; June 15, 2004; July 15, 2004; August 24, 2004; August 26, 2004; 
September 1 3, 2004; December 6, 2004; January 1 8, 2005; April 7, 2005; and April 1 3, 2005. A 
copy of each communication has been previously provided to the Office together with Applicants' 
Request for Reconsideration of Petition filed on April 25, 2005. 

3. Several of the above-referenced communications to Mr. Dew included a complete 
copy of the application (including Specification, Claims, and Drawings), together with a set of 
formal papers (Declaration and Assignment) for signing by the inventor.
